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NEWS AND VIEWS . . . 
And What Have You

We received the following report of 
the activities of the Texas House this past 
weekend for Frank W. Calhoun, repre­ 
sentative for this district. 


As the Texas Legislature moves into 
the final, hectic weeks of the regular ses­ 
sion, the tempo in Austin is increasing 
daily The controversial matters that have 
been thrashed 
around in committees 
for several months are making their way 
to the floor of the House of Representa­ 
tives for debate and final action. 
With a promise of a Special Session 
in 1968, 
Governor Connally nullified 
most, if not all, of the tax measures now 
pending. The G overnors proposal makes 
good business sense, very few businesses 
would try to operate on a biennial bud­ 
get of nearly $5 billion. 
It is estimated 
that the State can save $50 million by 
appropriating funds for one year only 
and then convening in 1968 to take care 
of the 1968-69 fiscal year. In view of the 
huge surpluses that have been common 
in past bienniums, the House of Repre­ 
sentatives is receptive to the Governor s 
proposal. Whether the people approve 
the Constitutional 
am endment in Nov­ 
ember, 1968, or not, 
Texas 
will 
have 
annual sessions o the Legislature. 
We successfully passed part of the 
traffic safety program last week when 
the House 
approved H. B. 568 which 
provides for 
licensing of 
Commercial 
Driver Training Schools and supervision 
by the Department of Public Safety. We 
were carrying 
this bill as 
part of the 
Governor's proposals on traffic safety. 
In addition to several other bills making 
their way out of committee, we are ser­ 
ving as Chairman of different sub-com­ 
mittees considering the use and posses­ 
sion of dangerous drugs, the granting of 
probation in felony and misdemeanor 
cases, 
assult on a police officer, 
the 
taking of blood samples from bodies in 
connection with motor vehicle accidents, 
prohibiting certain fraudulent acts con­ 
cerning motor vehicle certificates of title, 
regulation and control of obscenity and 
obscene materials, and county land use 
through zoning and building permits. 
With the May 29th adjournment date 
looming on the horizon and with a great 
amount of work still to be done, the rush 
is on. 
We are sure that Frank would be 
glad to hear from anyone in his district 
concerning any matter before the legis­ 
lature.

It has been during their absences 
that 
their home has been wrecked and most 
of their valuables stolen or destroyed. 
Mr. Holden said that 
he and his 
wife have returned home now and are 
intending to put a stop to this vandalism 
even if he is forced to take drastic action. 
Since many of the items that have 
been taken from the Holdens are things 
that they have picked up in South Ameri­ 
ca and are different enough that they 
would be easily recognized 
they are 
hoping that someone has seen them and 
can give them a lead on who has been 
wrecking their home. 
Mr. Holden does not know where 
the youths are coming from 
but feels 
that they must be from one of the com­ 
munities around Boyd s Chapel. We can 
only hope that they have not been from 
Hamlin but if they have we hope that 
they will realize the 
consequences of 
destroying other people's property 
This matter of vandalism and just 
plain destruction of property is becoming 
more of a problem all over the nation 
and of course is a real problem out in 
the unprotected rural areas.
